Wulle it is hoped that there is a good foun- 
dation for this prediction unconnected with any 


new franchise bargains, let us take care that, 


the concession be not bought and paid for at 
the expense of another generation of St. Louis 
people. Gas furnished free of charge by the 
St. Louis Gas Light Company during the few 
remaining years of its monopoly would not 
make restitution of a tithe of the money that 
company has extorted from our people in ex- 
cots of a fair price for its product. At $1 50, 
its profits would still be enormous, It would be 
still getting 50. per cent more than is paid for 
gas in most large cities, and it would 
be monstrous to fasten that price on this city 
for a long period of years in return for a con- 
cession so siggardly. 

The cost of illuminants is shrinking faster 
than that of any other article in use. The dis- 
covery of water gas, of inexhaustible stores of 
coal oil and portable natural gas, to say nothing 
of the wonderfully rapid improvements in the 
means of producing cheaper electric light, 
forbids us to extend the old gas monopoly by 
making any such terms with it for the future, 
10 long before the expiration of its contract. 
By submitting to the extertion of its old rate 
for a year or two longer we shall probably find 
it more eager to offer us gas at $1 25, or even 
at $1, than it now is at $1 50. 

Let it come down to the latter figure, if it 
will, as a matter of policy, but award it no rich 
prise in the shape of a new contract for its 
selfish policy. We well know that it is moved 
by no prick of conscience, no impulse of atone- 
ment, no sentiment ef mercy. No other incubus 
resting on this city has been so greedy in ita 
extortions, so brutal in its corruptions or so im- 
pervious to every sense of justice or public 
spirit,

ent. The type is very fine, yet clear, and the profit 
on 40,000 tickets, so supplemented, is sufficient to 
amply reimburse the railways panies for their 
outlay, besides supplying both advertisers and 
travelers with exactly what they need, the latter 
being likely to keep the sheet and refer to it again 
and again for information.
